That 
nil soldiers ol Ihe nrmy of the United 
ritates, and all soldier* wlio have been, 
or may hereafter be, of the army oflhe 
Uniled Stales, whether regulars or vol- 
unteers, and who have contributed, or

hereafter contribute, according 


lo section seven of this act, to the 
•upport of the military asylum here- 
by created, shall, under Ihe restrictions 
and provisions which follow, be mem- 
bers of the said asylum, with all ihc 
right* annexed thereto.
